In. the Manila observatory 
I have seen him working over «c!enitifi« 
instruments, computing delicate obser- 
vations, in-metearolagical, seismic, as- 
tronomical and magnetic registration* 
where education and skillful intelli- 
gence are required*. I "have seen bins 
as a schoolmaster; as a cure; as a nav- 
igator; as a storekeeper; as a surveyor; 
as a shipowner. There is no depart- 
ment of life where labor, brains or 
skill is required that the native cannot 
compete successfully. Encourage him, 
govern him and give him th» reward of 
his labor and he will develop into an 
American citizen of whom Uncle Sam 
will be justly proud.—Leslie's Weekly.

Roesel, at the time of the time of the 
Crime, was but a few months,past 20 
years old. At onetime he had worked for 
Pitts, who was reputed to be wealthy, 
but he tii'ed of labor and earae toffew 
York, where he was a frequenter of 
Bowery lodging-house^. In one of these 
he met Manshanda and planned the 
murder. 


No clear story of what happened at 


the farmhouse has ever been told, but 
it Is known that Pitts was seated in the 
kitchen reading a paper, and Mar^ 
Davis, his housekeeper, was asleep on 
a lodnge in the same loom, when Roe- 
sel a«d Manshanda knocked at the door. 
Pitts opened it, and was struck with a 
mandril. He died almost instantly. 
, Mrs. Davis was awakened by the 
noise, but before she could ri'se one of 
the men struck her on the head, cutting 
open her scalp. She made her.way to 
the door and ran to the hou&e of a 
neighbor, who hurried to the Pitts 
house, but the muderers had fled. 


They were traced by the police and 


were arrested a few weeks later. Each 
confessed, accusing the other of striking 
the blow that killed Pitts, but the state 
accepted Manshanda's story as state's 
eivdence, and convicted ^Roesel of mur- 
der in the flrst degree. Manshanda was 
sent to prison for 20 years. 


Koesel's counsel exhausted 
every 


means of preventing the execution, and 
Roesel was resentenced so often that 
he aaid he was getting tired of hearing 
the Judge say: "And be hanged by the 
neck until you are dead."

Method of PreM*rvl«iK tlie Hl*e« 


Which Give* Them a. Tanned 


Atfpe«P«»ce. 


The discovery was made last summer 


by customs officials in this city that 
certain pickled sheepsMns previously 
admitted free of duty as raw skins 
were not really raw skins. These skins 
were imported in casks, done up in 
dozens, and while there was really no 
pickle in. the casks the skins were damp, 
showing that they had been, pickled. 
The skins TV ere taken out of the casks 
end hung up over night to dry. They 
were then exhibited to dealers and tan- 
ners, who, from the appearance oi the 
skins, pronounced them to "be leather. 
It was ascertained that these skins had 
undergone a lengthy process of manu- 
facture, such as taking off superfluous 
flesh, putting in lime vatfs and handling 
for many dajs, taken to the beam- 
house and worked on at some consider- 
able expense, placed in several batis 
of bran—one skin split into two pieces 
on. a machine for thaifc purpose—and 
finally pickled to keep them until 
other tanners were ready to finish 
them, into various kinds of leather 
in which they deal All this work, 
it was ascertained, advanced the 
skins to a point where tbey could actual- 
ly "be converted into various kinds of 
finished leather in a few hours.-v 


Sheepskins are capable of 
befflg 


pickled for preservation just as they 
come from the puller who takes off the 
wool, while the process of preparing 
for special ianning is not in any senae 
a process of preservation. SXins may 
be salted and dried just as thej ar« 
taken from the backs of the animals, 
and they will keep any reasonable time. 
Many skins are merely dried in. the sun, 
and will "keep a long tinne. Stich skins 
are considered "raw skins." Years ago 
hundreds of thousands of sun-dried 
sheepskins were snapped to Philadel- 
phia, from Colorado or other then, terri- 
tories, and sometimes they remained 
unsold for many months without in the 
least changing their character. Such 
skins were always considered "raw." 


All the ports now place a duty on 


pickled 
manufactured 
skins 
and 


p'ckled skins not split, pickled skins 
grain side splits and pickled skins flesh 
side splits. They are 
comnreTcially j 


known, as "roans" for the whole skin 
and splits of various kinds. Tbey are 
never bought and sold as "raw skins." 
Some of the American pullers sell the 


j skins just after the wool is taken off 


them, while others, pullers and tanners 
combined, work (the skin up to the 
point oi perfection that the trial skins 
represent. The skin after it is dried 
over night would deceive almost any 
leather dealer of 40 years' standing, be- 
cause it is finished up to a point where 
nothing is required but final finishing 
to suit various purposes.—Philadel- 
phia Ledger. 


Sertlnar Olive*.

them in cold water; put them in a small 
dish and mix with them some cracked 
ice. You may put with them a tpoon 
or an olive fork if you please, or they 
may be taken up with the fingers, each 
onehelplnghJrnself.

The prime steer used for beef pur- 


noses weighs about 900 pounds. Of this 
amount there are in the carcass two 
sets cf first quality ribs, consisting of 
Seven ribs in each, set and weighing 
about 40 pounds per set. There are 
also two loins weighing about 40 
pounds each. There is, on an average, 
175 pounds of choice beef in each well 
regulated steer, but some butchers 
have been known to sell porterhouse 
from a carcass after everything wag 
gone but the horns. The remainder of 
the beef, after the choicest has been 
cut awaj, is called the "misnomer," 
from the fact that it sells ac a lower 
pnoe. A large percentage of tfc* most 
nutritious meat is found in the; coarser 
cuts, but nearly everyope demands a 
part of the 175 pounds, which is a false 
idea of domestic economy as t well as 
judgment. 


Practical experience has Ehown that 


the utilization of the chucks, the best 
part of the round, the hump, flank, the 
peate and brisket gives the best results 
and is conductive of better health than 
the higher-priced meats. Such parts 
need more attention while cooking. 
however, yet the many tempting dishes 
that may be made from them more 
than repay for all extra trouble. The 
average housewife may not know it, 
but nevertheless it is a fact, that butch- 
ers who are daily and hourly handling 
all kinds of cuts of b»ef almostinvaria- 
ably choose for their own consump- 
tion flank steak. They say it is more 
savory and just as tender as tenderloin, 
which cut the butcher seldom eats. 
The flank steak is situated between tbe 
inside and outside layers of creamy 
colored fat in the flank, and when taken 
from well-fed stock is excellent. 
It 


costs at the market but half as much 
as porterhouse or sirloin. 


An old butcher once told me that the 


best piece of meat in the bullock for 
making a dish of boiled beef is the 
close-grained top piece over the shoul- 
der blade. 


Meat adhering to the ribs makes 


much more satisfactory steak than the 
so-called sirloin and costs but little. 
This piece may be larded and served aa 
is filet de boeuf. It is also quite accept- 
able as Mifnon steak.— Omaha World- 
Herald,
